BRIT AIN URGES U.N. 
‘NEUTRAL’ BODY TO 
RULE IN PALESTINE 


Suggests Stop-Gap Central 
Authority to Take Over 
by May 15. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.., May 3 
(UP)—Britain called on the United 
Nations Assembly today to create 
a stop-gap “neutral authority” for 
Palestine by May 15 to assure 
some central rule after the Brit- 
ish mandate ends, 

The proposed central body 
would be neither a trusteeship 
nor a permanent Palestine gov- 
ernment, 

Arthur Creech Jonea of Britain 
said that time was too short and 
conditions impossible for estab- 
lishment of a U.N. trusteeship or 
a return to the U.N.’s Palestine 
partition program. 

He spoke in the Assembly’s Po- 
litical Committee after a British 
disclosure that the International 
Red Cross had offered to take 
over the entire city of Jerusalem 
in an effort to save it from chaos 
end destruction. 

The Red Cross has stipulated 
that warring Arabs and Jews must 
agree to the emergency measure. 
Arab and Jewish agreement still 
is being awaited, a reliable source 
disclosed, 

A spokesman for Britain told 
the United Nations Trusteeship 
Council of the Red Cross proposal 
at a closed session, The spokes- 
man, John Fletcher Cooke, said 
representatives of the Red Cross 
had approached Sir Alan Cunning- 
ham,. British High Commissioner 
in Palestine, with the plan. 

The United States quickly 
agreed to hold up its plan for a 
temporary trusteeship for Jerusa- 
lem.

Taft Smiles and Laughs, Adopts 
Stassen Methods in Ohio Drive

CLEVELAND, May 3—If Sena- 
tor Robert Alphonso Taft fails to 
make a good showing against 
Harold Edward Stassen in Ohio's 
presidential primary tomorrow, 
it won't be for lack of trying. 

In the past Ohio’s senior Sena- 
tor has been accused of being in- 
tellectually arrogant and aloof, of 
being all mind and no personal- 
ity. Taft partisans, puzzled at 
the upsurging popularity of Stas- 
sen} have gone around asking 
plaintively what Stassen has that 
their man lacks. The answer 
usually has been one word: “Per- 
sonality.” 

So Taft, at the age of 58, has 
been trying hard to develop per- 
sonality. Although his heart may 
be. breaking at the prospect of 
being humbled by the voters of 
his home state, he is smiling and 
laughing as if he really believes 
his claim that he will sweep the 
53 delegates from Ohio to the 
Republican national convention 
in Philadelphia come June. 


Adopts Stassen Method 


In pursuit of popularity, Taft 
has simulated the Stassen tech- 
nique of frankly answering ques- 
tions from the audience after he 
has finished a prepared speech. 
And, proving himself just as in- 
defatigable as the 41-year-old in- 
vader from Minnesota, Taft will 
address any audience he can find, 
no matter how small. After all, 
a vote’s a vote. 


When at 1:59 a.m, today, Taft 
boarded a train for his home city

It would let 
every child, white or black, gat 
started in life, and learn enough to 
know there is more to learn.” 


The Senator spoke of three bills 
now on his calendar but threat- 
ened with filibusters from the 
South—the anti-lynching bill, the 
anti-poll tax bill and the fair em- 
ployment practices bill.

TOKYO, May 8 (UP). 


6 aid today - Japan now is fully 

oriented in the fundamentals 
of democratic government, and 
stands as a land of relative calm 
in turbulent and confused sur- 
roundings. 

MacArthur, in a statement on 
the first anniversary of the Japa- 
nese constitution, sald the last 12 
months have brought notable 
progress in the reshaping of Japa- 
nese life to conform to the new 
democratic mandate. 

“The very essence of democracy 
lies in the reservation of the max- 
imum of political power in the 
people for exercise up to the 
smallest political subdivisions of 
government,” he said. Its anti- 


thesis lies in the concentration of 


the political power in the hands 
of a few for exercise down to the 
smallest political subdivisions of 
government. 

“Japan, traditionally governed 
under the latter, is now fully 
oriented toward ‘the former, as all 
segments of Japanese life, free 
frem arbitrary and oppressive cen- 
tralized control, are becoming 
welded into strong and purposeful 
communities, which in common 
cause and for the common bene- 


fit will give vitality to a free 


nation.” 

Rights Now Understood. 

MacArthur said the Japanese 
people are beginning to under- 
stand, apply and cherish the 
rights and privileges conferred by 
the new Constitution.

DAMASCUS. 
HERE is no large scale in- 
vasion of Palestine by armies 
of the Arab states in immedi- 
prospect. That is the only 


solid facts as I can sift from the 
mass of rumors floating about in 
the atmosphere of this somewhat 
excited Syrian capital. 

For example, although there are 
two or three thousand Syrian 
troops now occupying the camp at 
Katana southwest of this city, 
formerly used as a staging area 
for volunteers for the Army of 
Liberation, there is no transport 
or heavy equipment visible and no 
sign of any movement in prospect. 

I saw armored cars and tanks of 
the Syrian Army in another mill- 
tary area near Damascus, I could 
see no indication of any of this 
material being made ready for 
movement, inspected, gassed or 
overhauled. 

There have been several excit- 

ing reports about an invasion of 
Palestine by Trans-Jordan forces 
but so far the only places actually 
named in Palestine as having 
been occupied by these forces are 
Ariha and Jericho, Troops of King 
Abdullah’s Arab Legion actually 
have been stationed in 
places for months past, 
, A Beirut newspaper carried a 
huge headline “Army of Abdullah 
Before Jerusalem,” but when I 
was in Jerusalem three weeks ago 
there were plenty of King Abdul- 
lah’s men to be seen there. In 
fact, there was a strong Arab 
Legion post across the street from 
my hotel engaged in the duty of 
guarding the Military Court’s 
building. 


Reinforcements Possibly Sent. 

The possibility that some rein- 
forcements may have been sent to 
Arab Legion units already in 
Palestine cannot be ruled out, of

In à state to the press, one of the Sena- 
tors said that “we want to do what we can to 
make certain that the Republican party doesn't

foreign issues.” e the real inspiration for 
the new movement is not known, it might very 
well grow out of the preliminary plans for the 
convention made by the Republican National 

Committee. a 

These plans not reassuring. For keynote 
speaker, Gov, ight Green of Illinois was 

chosen, Green is a stooge of Col. Robert R. 

McCormick, editor of the Chicago Tribune. He 

has served two terms and is running for a third 

time, To say that Green's record is undistin- 
guished is putting it mildly, He has made many 
poor appointments, has spent the public’s money 
, extravagantly and has not hesitated to put the 
lug on state employes and on coal operators. 

Green bears a vy measure of responsibility 
a disaster. 

For permanent chairman of the convention, 
the national committee has chosen Speaker Jos- 
eph W. Martin. Martin is a thorough reactionary 
in domestic affairs and, while he has gone along 
with the Administration in foreign policy, he is 
believed to be strongly nationalist in his tenden- 
cies. Martin is a smooth, affable politician but 
he is distinctly of the Old Guard type. As per- 
manent chairman, he will have great power to 
run the convention ‘along lines agreed upon by 
the inner council, and will be able to favor 
one candidacy over another, 

The Green-Martin combination is certainly not 
wholesome, but its influence can be counteracted 
by the new progressive alignment within the 
party. The nine Senators are able men and 
they come from various parts of the’ country. 
Baldwin, Ives, th, Flanders, Saltonstall and 
Lodge are Easterners; Gurney and Thye repre- 
sent the Middle West, and Knowland is a Cali- 
fornian. 

The Republican party has always had individ- 
uals who have been at odds with the reaction- 
aries who all too often have run the G.O.P. We 
refer to such distinguished men of the past as 
Theodore Roosevelt, George W. Norris of Ne- 
braska, Robert M. LaFollette of Wisconsin, Bron- 
son Cutting of New Mexico, Hiram Johnson of 
California and William E. Borah of Idaho. Nor- 
ris and LaFollette eventually dropped the Re- 
publican party affiliation. 

There is no doubt that the Republican party 
needs and can attain rejuvenation. Under the 


masterful statesmanship of Senator Vandenberg, - 


its attitude toward foreign policy has been admir- 
able, Here it has supported nearly all the ‘major 
objecti of a Democratic Administration. In 
domestic affairs, the record is not so good, but 
it is notable that, in the last two presidential 
campaigns, Candidates Willkie and Dewey, how- 
ever reluctantly, accepted most of the New Deal 
reforms. 

In the current year, with the prospects of vic- 
tory bright, the people have the right to expect 
the party to set its sights high and to present a 
platform geared to the pressing needs of the 
times. The nine Senators who have devoted 
themselves to these alms deserve the most cor- 
dial popular support. We believe they can ac-

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Rookesobiles in the Ozarks

when he told Librarian-on-Wheels Janice Kee:

What grownups think was shown when the 
roads were bad recently in Harrison County. 

Two farmers on a tractor followed a bookmobile 
around all day. They were afraid it might get 
stuck and they didn’t want it to disappoint those 
who were eagerly waiting to make selections 
from the books on its crowded shelves. 

Since last September, 12 Missouri counties 
have been receiving bookmobile service through 
the Missouri State Library, under the supervi-

In South-' 


ern Illinois, a fleét of bookmobiles, under Secre- 
tary of State Edward J. Barrett, who is also 
state librarian, is taking books to thousands of 
Ininolsans heretofore without library service. 
The value of bookmobile library service has 


been amply proved in St. Louis County where 
it was a factor in the third triumph at the polls 
for the county library tax. Even a city such as 
St. Louis, with mass transportation facilities, has 
put a bookmobile to excellent use for seven years. 
How much more must libraries on wheels mean 
to remote rural areas heretofore shut away by 
geography from the usual cultural influences! 
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New Cities for a New Age? 

Slum clearance ought to go hand in hand with 
defense against atomic attack, says Tracy B. 
Augur, former president of the American Insti- 
tute of Planners. 

Mr. Augur would break up a typical city of 
1,000,000 population into 20 smaller units spread 
over an area of almost 900 square miles. Speed- 
ways would cross the open areas and preserve 
most of the advantages of the present urban 
concentrations while vastly reducing the risks 
of aerial attack. 3 

No such new patterns, however, are being fol- 
lowed today, Population is being concentrated 
almost as it was in prehistoric times. The auto- 
mobile may have opened up the suburbs a bit, 
but not much, And the reason for this is ob- 
vious: land values have been built on concentra- 
tion. With minor exceptions, the closer a build- 
ing lot is to the heart of a city, the more valu- 
able it is, 

The industrial and commercial advantages of 
concentration are obvious. But beyond them, 
cities are the great centers of education, art and 
amusement. They make civilizations by bring- 
ing together in close contact large numbers of 
diverse individuals. As Paul Valery said, a city 
consumes the “hidden treasures and deep re- 
serves” of a nation, “changing them into wit, 
words, novelties, actions and works. It renders 
lively, ardent, brilliant, brief and active what 
slept, broédded or dully decomposed in the drab 
and undifferentiated space of a vast country.” 

Our slums, however, stand as evidence that 
such city-building is subject to the law of dimin- 
ishing returns. Aside from their ugliness and 
their cost, they are the breeders of that*discon- 
tent which could lead to serious dissension with- 
in the state. The need for intelligent slum clear- 
ance, therefore, is pressing—even if our cities 
are not yet ready to transform themselves into 
a pattern dictated by the atom. 
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Our Eight Favorite Noses 

A zoology professor at the University of Ne- 
braska who makes.a hobby of collecting pictures 
of noses says there are eight basic kinds, and 
we don’t know what they are, but our eight 
favorite kinds of noses are as follows: 

The nose that is followed by its owner, the 
nose that is not poked into other people's busi- 
ness, the nose that isn’t kept too close to the 
grindstone, the nose that isn’t altogether as plain 
as one on a man’s face, the nose that isn’t being 
paid through, the nose that isn't cut off to spite 
a face, the nose that isn’t. turned up at anything, 
and the nose that isn’t looked down at anyone. 
When these eight basic noses are brought to- 
gether in one basic nose, we not only like it, but 
the person that goes with it. 
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Mr. Harrington's Weird View 

Retiring just before his seventieth birthday, 
Daniel Harrington, safety chief in the Bureau of 
Mines since 1926, has come out against strength- 
ening the federal mine safety laws. He says 
that the federal safety code should be abolished. 
What effect would that have on mine disasters? 
This seemingly does not trouble Mr. Harrington. 
Says he blithely: 4 

As long as coal-is mined in the quantity 
this nation demands, there will be disasters 
such as that which killed 111 men at Cen- 
tralia, III., a year ago. 

Mr. Harrington then concedes that the irre- 
ducible minimum: of major accidents in coal 
mines has not yet been reached, but he says it 
is near.“ 

The people to answer Mr. Harrington are the 
coal miners and coal mine widows and orphans. 
They are able to do it and we suspect they will 
give him the overhauling he deserves. Perhaps, 
however, they will permit us to make a couple of 
observations. 

First, mine deaths are on the rise. In January 
and February of 1947, 197 miners were killed or 
fatally injured. In the same two months of this 
year, at least 207 miners lost their lives. 5 

Second, the United States has a bad interna- 
tional record on fatalities in terms of the num- 
ber of men employed in coal mining. Comparable 
figures show the rates to be: United States, 2.20 
fatalities per 1000 men; Germany, 1.37; Belgium, 
1.04; Great Britain, 1.10; France, .85. 

And yet Mr, Harrington thinks we are close 
to the “irreducible minimum” in this county. 
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Those Bigger Pay Checks 


Several million Americans begin this week to 
get pay checks with no income tax deductions, 
and all taxpayers begin paying less than they 
are accustomed to pay. If the tax reduction is 
merely added to Americans’ spending money, it 
will push up prices while Americans get no 
more goods and services than before. There- 
fore, the sensible thing to do with the money 
is to, save it. And no form of saving combines 


so much security, simplicity and profit as the 


purchase of United States savings bonds by 
regular paycheck deductions or by standing or- 
ders at the bank.

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Peron Can Be Generous 


President Peron expresses a touching concern 
for the safety of popular government. He op- 
poses an amendment of the Constitution of Ar- 


gentina which would permit him to serve a third 


term without an intervening term out of office. 
Any change, he tells the Argentine Congress, 
would be a serious danger to the republic. 

The Argentine dictator says nothing of the 
danger to republicanism when the Government 
subjugates the press and enslaves organized la- 
bor. Evidently he feels that he has endangered 
the republic to a point ‘at which it no longer 
endangers his dictatorship. 

Having gained the power to amend the Con- 
stitution through his control of Congress, he can 
afford the luxury of a republican principle, and 
it is good practice even for an absolute ruler, 
from time to time, to do so. Juan Peron is fol- 
lowing no subtler rule of politics than that which 
a Mayor of New York, Fernando Wood, eninci- 
ated 60 years ago: “It is wise, at times, to pan- 
der a little to the moral sense of the commu- 
nity.”

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Europe Needs Force for Peace

Russia gives no assurance that she will refrain from war, says 
editorial; to reach any sort of agreement with her, the West must 
display sufficient military strength to hold that part of the con- 
tinent on its side of the Iron Curtain; this demands U. §, help.

Everybody knows that we live in danger 
of war with Russia. What Russia's inten- 
tions are, nobody outside the Kremlin can 
Bay. We have only Russia's actions to go 

y. These give no assurance that she will 
refrain from military aggression. 


A settlement of the West’s relations with 
Russia, even if only on the basis of an 
agreement to disagree, is the greatest mod- 
ern need, Now, experience—especially a 
comparison of Russian behavior towards 
Hitler’s fully armed Germany in 1939-41 
with her behavior toward her rapidly dis- 
arming allies in 1945-48—shows that the 
only basis on which to negotiate success- 
fully with the Kremlin is one of ready 
armed strength. 


As long as no actual force confronts 
Russia in Europe, attempts to reach a final 
peace settlement may only increase the 
danger of immediate war by inviting mis- 
calculations on her ꝓart. 


Why So Much Fear? 


A decisive advantage in military strength 
is therefore what we need. Once that is 
obtained there will be a period during 
which a tolerable settlement with Russia 
might be reached without war. That, 
clearly, must be the prime aim and object 
of Western policy. Such a solution, and 
nothing less, would at last give the United 
Mations a chance of being of some value. 


At first glance, the sense of danger and 
of exposure to attack, which every Western 
European feels instinctively, may seem ex- 
aggerated. On this side of the Iron Cur- 
tain live 270,000,000 people—hardly fewer 
than the populations of Russia and her 
largely unwilling allies. They are superior 
to the Russians in industrial resources and 
skill, and they are backed by the potential 
might of America and the. British 
Commonwealth. 


Why, then, the paralyzing feeling, of 
helplessness in the event of a war with 
Russia? The answer is that the Western 
European nations have not, up to now, de- 
vised the type of defense which their geo- 
graphic position requires, 

The great weakness of this geographic 
position is its lack of depth for maneuvre. 
Henceforth, any major defeat on the line 
Lubeck-Trieste would almost certainly en- 
tail the over-running, by one side or the 
other, of the whole Continent of Europe. 


Ideological Warfare 


In a war with Russia, if the West suf- 
fered such an initial defeat, it would be an 
even greater disaster than in the recent 
war against Germany, for the following 
reasons: 

1. A war between Russia and the West 
would be even more ideological and less 
nationalist than the last. Every country 
occupied by one side would therefore be 
added, with its manpower and resources, to 
the war-making force of the occupier. 

2. Access to the North Sea, Atlantic and 
Channel coasts would give Russia warm 
water bases for submarine operations still 
denied her, and convenient bases for the 
robot and rocket bombardment of London 
and the Midlands of England. Although 
there is no doubt that Britain could again 
hold the Channel and that the power of the 
American hemisphere, of the Dominions, 
and of the overseas possessions of Europe 
would ultimately win the war, the su- 
premely strategic interest of the whole 
Western world is to prevent such a dire 
situation from ever arising. 


3. The loss of the Continent would im- 
pose on America a task of reconquest far 
bigger, and far more sanguinary, than that 
of the recent war. 


All this can be avoided only if Western 
Europe can be effectively defended from 
the start, And that can be done only with 
a superior striking force, ready for instant 
action. It requires the maintenance of a 
standing force of land and air components 
behind the line Lubeck-Trieste; this force 


would have to maintain a constant margin 


1 


of effective superiority to that of its op- 
ponents on the other side of the Iron Cur- 
tain, and keep all movements of the latter 
“covered” to guard against surprise. 

But has Western Europe the human and 
economic resources to create and maintain 
its own shield? While the people of 17 
Western European nations, comprising 
about 270,000,000, have combined for eco- 
nomic recovery, only the five nations of the 
Brussels Pact, comprising 106,000,000 peo- 
ple, have taken on the burden of defense. 
They may perhaps be joined by Italy, which 
would bring their number to 154,000,000. 
This leaves a great numerical inferiority to 
the 280,000,000 of the Eastern bloc. 


German Rearmament 


For various reasons, Scandinavians, 
Swiss, Spaniards, Austrians and Germans 
are at present unwilling or unable to con- 
tribute to the defense of the Continent they 
inhabit. To rearm the Western Germans 
now is not a possible course. 


The attempt to do so might touch off 
war before it could have produced any use- 
ful result; it would deeply. disturb the 
French; and it would at this stage be a 
most dangerous admission of dependence 
on the Germans, fraught with dangers for 
future European peace. The military dis- 
qualification of so many Western Euro- 
2 leaves a gap which only America 
can fill. 


The gap is the more serious, as even the 
five “military” nations of Western Europe 
are at present far from fully armed and: 
economically unable to make a major re- 
armament effort. 


It is true that Russia carries a similar 
handicap, She, too, has carried out a par- 
tial demobilization for economic reasons, 
and her reconstruction needs are even 
greater than those of Western Europe. But 
a dictatorial government has complete 
liberty. of action. It can decree “guns be- 
fore butter” in peace as well as in war. 


Aid Might Taper Off 


The present inability of Western Europe 
to draw on all its nations, and to divert a 
reasonable proportion of its resources to 
armament production, is temporary. 


But the danger is now, and for the next 
few years no effective defense of Western 
Europe is possible without the full partici- 
pation of America, both in the actual fight- 
ing force and in the supply of that force. 


The American contribution might well 
taper off in time, just as Marshall aid in 
the economic field will taper off as Euro- 
pean recovery begins to bear fruit. 


On the other hand, the geographical vul- 
nerability of Western Europe is permanent, 
and it imposes on Western Europe a 
real settlement is reached the n to 
maintain forces which are at all times su- 
perior in fighting capacity to any compar- 
able forces in the East.

$9000 Annual Salary Voted

BOSTON, May 3 (UP)—Salary 
increases from $7500 to $9000 a 
year for all active Methodist bish- 
ops were granted today. The in- 
creases, which will prevail for the 
next four years, were voted at the 
church's quadrennial] general con- 
ference. 
Charles A. Jones of Columbus, 
O., chairman of the world service 
and finance committee, said the 
increases were necessary because 
the cost of living in the nation 
had risen 33 per cent since 1944. 
Pro to keep the salaries at 
$7500 and to increase them to 
$10,000 were voted down. 
The conference voted to increase 
from $3000 to $3600 the annual 
allowance of retired bishops. 
A report from the Methodist 
race relations commission called 
on the church to fight racial dis- 
crimination.

WIESBADEN, Germany, May 3 
(AP)—Wilhelm. Von Opel, 76 years 
old, German automobile manufac- 
turer who once was called the 
“Henry Ford of Germany,” died 
yesterday.

which he deserved, but isn’t it pos- 
sible to change a youth, even 
though he has started along the 
wrong pathway?”

YES, IT IS always possible, but 

not so probable. Criminality is 

never inherited. It is simply the 

mass of wrong habits that have 

been allowed to develop over a 

period of years. Morality, on the 

other hand, is also not inherited. 

It must be taught our children by somebody. And one lesson 

is not sufficient. It requires hundreds of lessons, year in and 
year out, before a moral individual can be produced. 

In contemporary America, 47.5 per cent of the people, 
approximately 68,000,000, do not belong to any church whatever. 
That was prewar Germany's population. When parents don't 
send their children to Sunday school, we develop a vast pagan 
population right here at home, Yet the church is the only 
organization whose primaty concern is planting a sense of 
ethical values in the minds of our youth. While the Boy Scout 
masters and the public school teachers co-operate in teaching 
honesty and good citizenship, the primary source of such 
instruction is still the home and the church.

QUENTIN’S FATHER got soured on the church in his 
youth, so he omitted religious influences from his son's up- 
bringing. But how is your home? If you wantonly deprive 
your child of the right to receive moral instruction from your 
neighborhood church, then you have a double obligation to 
make up that deficit by greater home training. 


As intelligent adults, just make an assay of elements 
in your community which will assist you in plan a con- 
science in your child’s mind. You will find the church an 
invaluable ally.

youth projects she dreams of a 
Greek-columned building from 
which comes the sound of youth- 
ful voices. 

Entering the building, she 
walks down corridors, pausing at 
one door to watch a group re- 
hearsing “Pinocchio,” and then 
moves on past room after room 
in which young people are giv- 
ing concerts, and exhibitions of 
sculpting andgpainting. 

When she finishes her journey, 
she is, at long last content, be- 
cause this dream building repre- 
sents the culmination of all her 
work with and for children, For 
Mrs. Lopata, who has stage moth- 
ered several hundred young peo- 
ple in the St. Louis area through 
her organization of the Peter Pan 


Players, the Junior Radio Work- 


shop and the Television Junior 
Stock Company, is currently plan- 
ning a young people's talent cen- 
ter. 


The tall, vivacious and indefa- 
tigable Mrs. Lopata, one of the 
leading spirits in the formation of 
the Little Symphony Society, is 
badgering industrialists and civic 
leaders these days to obtain sup- 
port for the project. To date, she 
has excited considerable interest 
and even some promised aid, - 

“My work with young. people in 
the past four years has convinced 
me there is plenty of talent of all 
kinds among St. Louis youngsters,” 
she said. “My plan is to assemble 
at the center the children who 
have proved.their ability in neigh- 
borhood and similar organizations. 
We would produce plays, concerts, 
art exhibitions and even make chil- 
dren’s movies for showing to young 
inmates of hospitals and orphan- 
ages.”

children into theatrical companies, 

That Mrs. Lopata has suc- 
ceeded in her aim of bringing 
childhood’s world of fairy tale and 
fantasy to St. Louis children is 
shown by the Peter Pan Players 
production of three plays a year, 
a classic like “Hans Brinker and 
the Sliver Skates,” a modern play 
like “Crazy Cricket Farm,” and a 
fantasy like “The Elves and the

Shoemaker” which recently con- 
cluded this season. 

Production of 12 plays in the 
past: four years represented enough 
work to appall a coal heaver and 
more headaches than the State De- 
partment has. For one thing, the 
organization started from scratch 
in every particular. For another, 
it had no settled place of abode. 
In all likelihood the Peter Pan 
Players are the country’s most 
traveled stationary stock company, 


While the Community Playhouse 
permitted some use of its facili- 
ties for production, the players 
had to find their own tryout and 
rehearsal halls. In the first year 
the company held tryouts and re- 
hearsals in an empty store do- 
nated by Weisels. The only stage 
properties or seating arrange- 
ments in the place were packing 
crates, The group has also re- 
hearsed at St. John's Methodist 
Church and the T. M. H. A.,, and 
performances have been given in 
places scattered all the way from 
Kiel Auditorium to Hanley Junior 
High School, University City. 


Among young folks the Peter 
Pan players rates something like 
the Municipal Opera does with 
their elders. Thus, when the 
junior grapevine carries the news 
that tryouts are coming up for a 
play as many as 500 or more chil- 
dred will seek roles, with some 
trooping in from such compara- 
tively distant points as Red Bud, 
III., and Belleville.

hospitals and orphanages to at- 
tend performances.

The organization also has been 
successful in developing talent. 
14, a former 
leading player, recently presented 
his first check for acting on a 
national radio program to the 
Players, thereby becoming the 
first patron from the ranks of 
the actors. The Municipal Opera 
also gets young talent from the 
acting company. 

Maintenance of the Players has 
been by patrons, and sale of tick- 
ets to persons who can afford 
them, but it has been far from 
smooth sailing. Costs of costum- 
ing and staging the plays have 
become successively greater, and 
it is estimated that the Players 
have spent about $10,000 in the 
past four years. That the or 
ganization has only a $500 deficit 
at the moment is something of a 
tribute to the acumen and self- 
sacrificing spirit of the directors 
and Treasurer Joseph Lewis. 

One reason that the deficit is 
not greater has been the willing 
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ness of the officers to work long 
hours and to press relatives and 
friends into active service. For 
instance, Mrs. Lopata keeps her 
husband, a certified public ac- 
countant, fully occupied in be- 
halt of the theater. 

Lopata frequently plays the role 
of a theatrical angel who hasn't 
a chance of getting a return on 


his investment; he drives actors
